world. We are unable upon any prin- 
ciple connected with its bust interests, 
_to solve the problem of its self-imposed 


passive position to the affairs of Gov- 
ernment. It is a docile burden-bear- 
ing force to a world, teachable in all 
things except in matters pertaining to 
its own power. It is ever ready to 
learn and is easily managed by those 
who use and control it. Tbe real in- 
telligence of a world is in its possession, 
which is applied to control natural 
forces to aid it in its task of subduing 
the earth. If there- is an overrulii g 
Providence controling and directing 
the order of things it is surely coi - 
neoted witb labor. But the overrulm. 
and directing power has truly suffered 
it to be very much abused by Mam- 
mon. Should one conclude upon ite 
relation to tbe world from its actioi 
there would be DO escaping a conclus- 
ion that nature made it u slave atni 
that its true position to muud«ne af- 
fairs is a bearer of burdens for Mam- 
mon. 


Its aotion is the force that has citi 


lized and enlightened the race, yet ji 
has been and H passive uuder galliiu 
conditions, wtich is without any ex- 
plauatiou in natural thing", which 
leads us where there IB nothing thai 
will answer tbe purpose as a com- 
parison to aid in eolnug tbe problem 
there is in tbe passiveuess of Inboi 
under the most trying lircumstance- 


Haviiu the power of tne earth in iti- 


bands it has been a coward when de- 
fending or asserting its rights, and fur 
that reason it is directed and controlerl 
by its inferiors. It b->s given attention 
to motive force? in auub a way that i< 
has not thought upon its own position 
except in a desultory manner, which j 
mode of thought has of a necessity 
been followed by its action. 


Labor appears to be alive to i'f 


rights, but there is ever present in it* 
work for the protection and further- 
ance of its naturalrights, which sbouln 
be its acquired rights upon every prin- 
ciple that mike up political and socinl 
ethics a modesty that overrules posi- 
tive action. 


Its natural rights have been denied 


to it for all time except if. is thi- 
natural right to toil, which right h«f 
been pnlarged^upon byi's euemies and 
applied in every form possible for tbe 
ingenuity of its overseers to invent. 


It seems to have no power that can 


be applied to goverument to its ad- 
vantage afeair.st tbe coming of Mam- 
mon, while iu that power there ia tut- 
means for us protection and the ad- 
vancement of tbe rights that, imtui. 
has given it. 


It never has been a governing pnwei 


in opposition to the cunning aud selt- 
assertiug power of those who assume 
the right to lord over it. Its inuooeuiu 
in authority has been taken advantage 
of by tbe domineering principle thete 
is manifested in self assertion. It 
ignorance will not be received as ai 
argument against its ability to goverii, 
because a world's stor« house of brain 
power is in labor, and in that fact (here 
is tbe secret of tbe seeming inability 
of labor to govern. It is the iunati 
modesty whi'.b outflows from its morn 
wortn tbat baa largely been the meant 
of placing it where it has occupied 
and which is now keeping it where n 
ie. 


A. snperior power to govorn io devel 


oped in labor, but the opportunity to 
make known its power because of in 
action pieces it where it is of no use 
to 1-ibor, wliicli ueglec* to act is tbe 
onit»f misfortuDe of the race and wil 
be the leading calamity to mankind in 
the future, until labor declares by i^ 
a 'ion tbat it will govern the earth ii 
d «?eli'ps and which it has made al 
t'a a it ie in the highest eeuse known to 
m ID.

When the government of the United 


States waa giver form the architei'tP 
and builders were from the loins of 
labor.

In the con 
oeption and mental structure of the 
system progress in government was 
the most prominent feature in tbe 
work, and iu the development of tbe 
plain labor was troe to itsalf, as in all
